Subject: ‘‘THE UPPER LIMITS OF LIFE: The 
Ecology of the High Himalaya’ 


Having been born and having received his 
early education in the area, Dr. Swan’s inter- 
est in the Himalaya has been a continuing 
thing. In 1954 he was with the American Him- 
alaya Expedition to Makalu, 27,824 feet, in 
East Nepal, and in 1960-61 was a member of 
the Himalayan Scientific and Mountaineering 
Expedition led by Sir Edmund Hillary. But this 
is but one part of his exploring which has also 
occurred in Mexico, Africa, the Galapagos, 
Australasia and New Guinea to mention but 
some. 

These meetings are concerned with Dr. 
Swan's interest in the environmental factors 
that limit the altitudinal distribution of plants 
and animals — from man to bacteria — in the 
Himalaya and other mountain ranges and in- 
clude some comparison between altitudinal 
limits and polar limits. And, as an extra added 
fillip, Dr. Swan will compare briefly the earth- 
ly limits of life and the possible environmental 
limits of life on the planet Mars. 

Dr. Swan is a Professor of Biology, San Fran- 
cisco State University, and a Research Associ- 
ate in the CAS’ Department of Herpetology.

Vlews and Votes

The late Dr. Harriet Exline, a Fellow and Re- 
search Associate of the Academy for a num- 
ber of years, was a leading authority on Ameri- 
can spiders, who also worked on Pycnogonids 
(sea spiders), and in the field of micropaleon- 
tology. Born in Walla Walla, Washington, in 
1909, she graduated from Reed College in 
1930 and obtained the Ph.D. degree at the 
University of Washington in 1936. In 1937-38 
she held a Sterling Fellowship at Yale Univer- 
sity, where she worked with Alexander Petrun- 
kevich, the best known spider expert in the 
United States. 

In 1938 she was married to Donald L. Friz- 
zell, a graduate of the University of Washing- 
ton who had obtained his doctorate in Paleon- 
tology at Stanford University. He was at this 
time a geologist for the International Petrole- 
um Company, with his headquarters in Negri- 
tos, Peru. Returning with Don to Peru, Harriet 
immediately took up a study of the spiders of 
Peru and Ecuador, on which she published 
four papers. 

After about five years they returned to the 
United States, and for a time each held an ap- 
pointment at the University of Washington, 
Harriet in Zoology, Don in Paleontology. In 
1945 they moved to the University of Texas, 
where Don had been appointed to an Associ- 
ate Professorship. In 1948 he found a position 


more to his liking at the Missouri School of 
Mines (later renamed the University of Mis- 
souri at Rolla) where he attained the rank of 
Professor of Geology in 1952. There Don and 
Harriet remained the rest of their lives. Both 
unfortunately died at a rather early age, Har- 
riet in 1968 and Don in 1972. 

| was well acquainted with both of them 
several years before their marriage. | had the 
good fortune to have Harriet as my teaching 
assistant at the University of Washington for 
five years at a time when | had assignments 
in two departments, Zoology and Oceanog- 
raphy. She was brilliant, energetic, effective 
and buoyant. Don was quieter, but likewise 


- brilliant and versatile. They were a very con- 


genial couple. Each had his own interests, and 
only rarely (once | think) did they publish a 
joint paper. But each was interested in the 
work of the other, and | suspect that — re- 
gardless of designated authorship—they were 
constant collaborators. 

The estate of Dr. Donald L. Frizzell was re- 
cently settled. He left a bequest in excess of 
$100,000 to the California Academy of Sci- 
ences as a memorial to his wife, Dr. Harriet 
Exline Frizzell, to sponsor research on spiders. 
It has been decided to call this The Don L. and 
Harriet Exline Frizzell Fund for Arachnological 
Research. “Lovely and pleasant in their lives, 
in life and in death they were not divided.”

PAUL L. DAVIES, JR., newly-elected Chairman 
of the Board of Trustees of the Academy, is a 
native Californian, born in San Jose and a 
product of its public schools. He received his 
Bachelor of Arts degree from Stanford Univer- 
sity (with great distinction) in 1952, and his 
J. D. degree from Harvard Law School (cum 
laude) in 1957. He was admitted to the Cali- 
fornia Bar Association in that same year. From 
1952-1954, he was an officer in the United 
States Army. 

In the world of business he was first an as- 
sociate and is now a partner in the San Fran- 
cisco law firm of Pillsbury, Madison & Sutro. 
He is also a Director of the FMC Corporation 
(Chicago) as well as the Industrial Indemnity 
Company (San Francisco). 

There has always been time, however, for 
public service activities. He is a member of the 
Board of Regents, University of the Pacific at 
Stockton and Vice-Chairman, and the Board 
of Overseers of the Hoover Institution at Stan- 
ford.
